ill, Discovered at Last—An Enterprising

The Matron, Mrs. Frances A. Talbot, was 
of the same opinion, and Jennie was sent 
for. Here a new dilemma arose—she had 
gone‘down to the city and was expected to 
remain over night. With a hot clue, how- 
ever, the reporter was not to be thwarted, 
and accordingly proceeded at once to as- 
certain the whereabouts of the girl; and, 
accompanied by Mrs. Talbot, proceeded to 
the home of Annie Holtgen, in the south- 
ern part of the city, with whom “Jennie’’ 
had gone to spend the night, and there 
found her. Upon meeting the reporter 
Miss Churchill—for such it was—was 
considerably taken by surprise, but finding 
she was discovered made no attempt to 
deny her identity and at once engaged ina 
conversation with regard to her parents 
and the other members of the family. The 
party at once returned to the Asylum 
and Miss Churchill was placed in 
charge of Dr. Fletcher, who kindly 
assured her that if she did not de- 
sire to return home she could remain with 
him and he would do all in his power to 
make her happy. 

Upon receipt of the intelligence in this 
city Colonel Churchill was at once commu- 
nicated with, and he made immediate 
preparations to go and bring his daughter 
home, arriving in Indianapolis Sunday. The 
meeting between father and daughter took 
place at the Spencer House and was strictly 
private. thangh ©¢rony their meunner we 4a. 
scribed when seen a ‘ew minutes later, it 
must have been one of satisfaction to both. 

Colonel Churchill, accompanied by his 
daughter and her cousin, Dr. Robert Van 
Valzak, of Terre Haute, and A. J. Kelley, 
also of Terre Haute, left Indianapolis Sun- 
day night at eleven o’clock for St. Louis, 
and arrived here this morning. 

Miss Churchill tells how she left home as 
follows: 


*T knew that father and mother would 
be back from their drive about 7:39, and I 
knew that in order to get away I would 
have to leave home by that time or a little 
before. When the hired girl came in with 
the baby, I went over to Lucas avenue to 
look at the chimes to see what the right 
time was. The clocks in the house were not 
running correctly and I was afraid to trust 
them. I knew I was noticed, and the only 
thing that has made me mad was the story 
that got out that I went over there to meet 
that nasty Mr. Caldwell. On! I despised 
him when I went to his school. I never 
looked at a paper, and I was afraid to, but 
that story got to my ears, and it made me 
so mad that I determined to write home, 
and that was the reason I wrote. But, to 
continue my story, I went back to 
the house, put on my _ extra. dress 
and put a veil over my face and went 
out the back way. There was nobody in 
the alley when I got out at the gate, and I 
turned east toward Beaumont street. When 
about half way down the alley a colored 
boy, wo lived just across the alley. from 
our gate, met me, and my heart came up 
into my mouth. 1 was just sure he would 
recognize me, but he didn’t, and I felt 
greatly relieved when I got away from 
him. When I got to Beaumont street I 
crossed and went straight down the alley 
to Jefferson avenue. here I turned over 
to Morgan street and went down on the 
south side of it, for a number of blocks, L 
can’t remember how many; from Morgan 
street I went south on Washington avenue 
and walked east along it to Four- 
teenth street. Then I turned south 
again and walked on the west side 
of that park ,in frontof the First Presby- 
terian Church, and kept along that way to 
the next park, on what streets I can’t say. 
I was really too much excited to remember 
the streets Iwas on. I know that on 
Twelfth street I passed the north end of the 
Four Courts and finally reached the depot 
at the north end. Then Iturned east to the 
central entrance of the Union Depot and 
went into the ladies’ sitting room where I 
remained until they called out some train 
—I didn’t know exactly what—and I went 
out and got on board. Ijguess it was about 
the last train that left the depot. The con- 
ductor suspected me. I know he did. He 
said he would like to see me in daylight so 
that he might be able to tell if Iwas the 
the girl I represented myself to be.” 

Dr. Fletcher, in the course of a conversa- 
tion with regard to Miss Churchill said: 
‘She came the about the 3d or 4th of 
September. She came to me and applied 
for work. I asked her what she could do, 
and she answered that she could do any- 
thing. I was struck by her apperrance, 
and concluded at once that she was getting 
beneath her station and training in apply- 
ing for the work we could give her here. I 
took up her hands and looked at them. 
They showed no signs of work, and I said 
to her, ‘My = lady, we have — 
done any work, you can’t do our work. 
*Oh, eat can,’ she answered. She acted so 
much like a lady and pleaded so hard for a 

lace that I finally said: ‘I have no place 
for you, but I will make one,’ so I p aced 
her under Mrs. Frances A. Talbot, matron 
of the iron-room in the de ent for wo- 
men. I am glad that I did so, for she has 
proved an exemplary girl, and 1 think al- 
most as much of her'as if she were one of 
my own family. When she came she 
the life af-Marie Antoinette under her ine 
and since she has been here she has 
works on history and Grecian mythology.

New York, Nov. 8. 

At this hour, midnight, it is impossible to 
give accurate figures of the result of the elec- 
tion. It has been a very quiet day here in the 
city, with good weather and a fair vote. The 
best figuring and estimating shows that the 
Democratic State ticket has a majority in the 
city of 45,000 or 50,000, save Maynard, the head 
of the ticket, who runs from 10,000 to.15,000 be- 
hind. He runs behind in all the large cities, 
thanks to the combined efforts of the Catho- 
lics and liquor men, who fought him savagely. 
It is probable that the Democratic State ticket 
is elected by 20,000 or 25,000, barring Maynard, 
who will probably squeeze through with 4,000 
or 5,000 majority. 

It is very probable that the Assembly is Re- 
pemene. ts it cannot be said certainly. 
The majority either way will be small. The 
Senate will be Republican decidedly—20 to 12 
or 22 to 10. In the city here there has been no 
end of cutting and trading. It is probable that 
Reilly, the Democratic nominee for Register, 
is elected by 25,000 majority. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 7.

Massachusetts. 


A Boston, Nov. 6. 

The State election to-day has been unprece- 
dented in intensity of feeling, immensity of 
vote polled and enthusiasm over the result, 
which is a substantial Republican victory. 
Before the election the Republicans estimated 
that the total vote would be 295,000, 15,000 
larger than that cast-in 1880, which was the 
heaviest polled. They claimed 155,000 for Con- 

ressman Robinson, Republican candidate for 
tovernor, and conceded 140,000 to Governor 
Butler, a gain of 6,000 over his vote last year. 
The Democrats thought the vote would not 
exceed 285,000 and claimed 150,000 for Butler 
and conceded 135,200 to Robinson. 

Returns up to midnight. show that the total 
vote exceeds the wildest imaginations of 
either party. Two hundred and thirty-three 
cities and towns, including Boston complete, 
give Robinson 134,971 and Butler 122,358. 
Those same places last year gave Butler 113,- 
219 and Bishop, Republican, 101,565. This ratio 
continued throughout the State make the total 
vote 310,000, of which Robinson gets 160,000 and 
Butler 150,000, showing a gain for Butler over 
last year of twelve per cent. and a gain for the 
Republicans of 23 per cent. The towns yet to 
be heard from are, however, mainly Republi- 
can strongholds and will probably swell the 
majority for Robinson to 15,000 or 18,000, which 
the Republicans now claim.

The Value of a Man. 


Men are estimated largely at their pe- 
cuniary value in these days, and the 
pocket-book is too often taken as the 
measure of a man’s worth. But there 
is a sense in which men are worth much 
more, even pecuniarily, thaa the mere 
amount of money they possess or can 
command. A reference to certain judi- 
cial cases will explain this statement. 
The other day a man’s eye was put out 
by another, and he sued for damages, 
and was awarded $4,500. This gives us 
a starting point in estimating the man’s 
real value. The other eye, being now 
compelled to do the work of both, is 
certainly worth to that man $9,000. 
For the two eyes, then, $13,500 seems to 
be a fair valuation. 

In the case of Smith vs. the A., B. 
and C. Railroad Company for damages 
sustained by the loss of a leg at the 
knee, caused by negligence on the part 
of the employes of thecompany, plain- 
tiff recovered $15,000 and costs. In this 
case the remaining leg could not per- 
form the work of both, and its value can 
not be put at more than $16,000, A 
man’s two legs may, therefore, accord- 
ing to the highest legal authority, be 
counted worth $31,000. 

Another interesting sait was that of 
Thompson vs. the Wimposkeag Milling 
Company. Thompson was engaged in 
defendant’s mill, and, through no fault 
of his own, one of his arms was caught 
in the machinery and made into cotton 
goods. He brought suit for $15,000, 
but recovered only $12,000. It was his 
right arm that was taken off, but he has 
since Jearned to shave himself, sign his 
naine, cu his food and do other useful 
and necessary things with the left; so 
that it is of more value to him now than 
the right arm alone formerly was. A 
fair estimate ot its worth, on the basis 
of the judicially ascertained value of 
the other arm, would probably be about 
$18,000. 

We have endeavored to fix the value 
of an ear and a nose in the same way; 
but these members are generally re- 
moved under circumstances which make 
it prudent for the injured party not to 
bring suit: and we can find no better 
measure of their value than the cost of 
a new and improved member of papier- 
mache—say $100 for the three. It is 
difficult also to put an appraisal on a 
man’s hair. Persons who have been 
scalped can not carry the matter to the 
courts, as the wild Indian is not a citi- 
ven, nor amenable to civillaw. <A wig, 
however, costs in the neighborhood of 
fifty dollars. 

Reckoning up, we find that a man’s 
hair, nose, ears, eyes, arms and legs 
are worth together at least $74,650. 
This is caleulated to give one a new and 
increased idea of his personal worth. If 
these mere appendages, every one of 
which a man may loose and yet go on 
living, be worth so much, what must be 
the value of his entire body? Right 
here comes in one of the anomalies of 
the law.

We call attention to 
this apparent conflict of legal authority, 
not attempting to explain it save by the 
suggestion that, perhaps, one of a man’s 
eves 1s worth as much to himself as the 
whole man is to his surviving friends.—

Hired Help on the Farm. 





‘ The success or failure of the farmer 
is apt to depend more on_ his 
skill in dealing with men than 
on any other single item in farm man- 
agement. On every farm much of the 
labor done must be hired. The farmer 
who understands human nature can se- 
cure more effective and cheaper help 
than he who does not. Asa rule, farm 
employes are a difficult set to deal with. 
‘Lhe more enterprising and intelligent are 
apt to get the Western fever early and 
seek homes for themselves. Occasion- 
ally a young man of good habits and 
intelligence works for others on the farm 
a few seasons to get the capital to com- 
mence farming on his own account. 
These make altogether the best help, 
and should be secured at almost any 
reasonable price they may ask. An ig- 
norant, unskilled blunderer will waste 
and destroy twice the amount of nis 
wages ina single season. Good farm- 
ing consists in carefulness in little 
things. When we consider how few 
farmers are able to stand this test, the 
wonder is that when much of the details 
of farm-work is left to hired help, there 
should be as much good farming as 
there is. 


When a faithful and intelligent hired 
man has been found, all his reasonable 
demands should be satisfied. Better use 
farm tools without oiling than have 3 
hired man constantly grumbling. The 
friction will do iess damage on the in- 
sensate iron than on the human temper 
and feelings. The hired man need not 
and should not be ‘‘boss,’’ but a good 
farmer will not hesitate to consult him 
at times, and listen to, if not follow, his 
advice. Two heads are better than one, 
and there are few men so ignorant as 
not to know more about certain things 
than their employers. It is common for 
farmers to resent any advice from their 
employes as impertinence; but the fact 
that advice is thus resented shows that 
the farmer who does so is in some doubt 
as to his position. Young farmers and 
those having little experience in the 
business are most apt to have trouble 
with their hired men, and this mainly 
because they are afraid to lower their 
dignity by asking the opinion of their 
employes. If a young man is intelli- 
gent he will not take kindly to such 
treatment, and this is one reason why 
so few of the better class of young men 
seek employment on the farm. 

It is essential to the best success with 
farm help that they should have the 
fullest confidence of theiremployer and 
be interested in their work. Men will 
not and can not work as well for a poor 
as for a good farmer, not alone necause 
they have less to do with, but hecause 
the enthusiasm of interest will in one 
case impel the help to do their utmost, 
while lack of interest will retard every 
efiort. When work is progressing fa- 
vorably it is easier to do a good day’s 
labor than when it is lagging, and the 
better the help the more difference this 
feeling will create. Poor help is of the 
kind that does things mechanically, 
and with such it may matter little 
whether the work is reasonable and 
effective or not. A story is told of an 
English farmer, who, on hiring a new 
man, first employed him in doing the 
most unreasonable and preposterous job 
of which he could think. The next day 
he set h'm to undoing what he had 
done before. The man went at his 
task each time without a word of pro- 
test, or even seeming to care what he 
was sect to do, so long as his pay was 
sure. The rich farmer at the end of the 
second day said he was satisfied, for he 
had found a man whe would do exactly 
what was told him without thinking or 
earing fer che result. In other words, 
he was seeking a mere machine, and 
had secured one to his liking. A man 
is not a machine, however, even if he 
isa farm hand hired by the month. 
Whoever seeks to transform him into a 
machine not only injures his manhood, 
but impairs his effectiveness as a 
worker. 

In every way possible hired help 
should be made interested in that which 
they are doing. If a farmer discusses 
his plans and calculations his employes 
will soon take an intelligent interest in 
the work they are doing. Then, if the 
employer is taken sick, or some unex- 
pected emergency calls him away, one 
among his employes will be able to take 
the lead and arrange to keep the work 
in progress. It may be necessary some- 
times to employ men who do things 
mechanically, but where several men 
are employed one or more among them 
should be competent and be authorized 
to take charge of affairs when the em- 
ployer is not present. 


The fact has often been noted that 
employes will work better and more 
freely for a rich man than for a poor 
one. In the days of slavery Southern 
negroes used to boast of the wealth and 
respectability of their owners, as re- 
flecting luster on themselves, and some- 
thing of this feeling is quite common 
among hired help with regard to their 
employers. Nothing succeeds like suc- 
cess, and no man can do his best when 
working on a practical failure. A lazy, 
drunken farmer may often have a kind, 
sensible and loving wife; but he can 
not keep a good hired man two seasons 
in succession. As a rule, the better the 
farmer the more thorough his culture, 
and the more promptly he keeps up 
with his work the better the class of 
help he can employ. Keeping in ad- 
vance of work is doubly important, for 
if a farmer gets behind, his men see his 
helplessness and do about as_ they 
please. Generally a farmer will not 
have any trouble about help leavin 
him if he manages always to be so an 
beforehand that their leaving will not 
seriously distress him. 


As for payment, the old Mosaic rule 
not to let the.sun go down without pay- 
ing the servant his hire is a good one 
for all day help. Hands hired by the 
month of course do not expect pay until 
their time has expired, and this should 
be in the contract. But for a faithful 
hand all money needed should be al- 
ways ready when asked for. This is not 
so much for the benefit of the hired man 
as of his employer. Usually the less of 
his wages an employe takes up before 
his time expires the better for him, yet 
the employer can not afford to have a 
dissatisfied man about the place, for 
lack of a few dollars which he will have 
to pay in any event, and can generally 
pay with trifling inconvenience a few 
months or weeks before the money 1s 
legally due.~American Cultivator,
